Suffrage 
association

fact, divided between the senate and 
the house com m ittees. 
More than 400 women were jam m ed 
into the little bearing room of the 
house judiciary com mittee when C hair­ 
man Clayton dropped his gavel to still 
the flutter of gossip. 
Chairm an Clay 
ton announced that 
Miss Jane Ad 
dams, the well 
known 
Hull House 
w orker of Chicago, would control the 
proceedings. 
Miss Addams announced that there 
would be nine speakers, each to oc 
cupy ten minute*, and she proceeded 
with the opening address. The crowd 
grew momentarily, and before she had 
finished women were standing on t it 
chairs, in window -eats and on desks 
to get a view of the com m ittee and 
speakers. Mere m em bers of congress 
were crowded to the wall to give the 
women places. 
‘‘In presenting our argum ents for 
your consideration,” began Miss Ad 
dams, "we wish to show you how many 
women 
already 
have 
the 
suffrage 
Mote than a million women will vote 
for president next tall, and more than 
a half million more have the ballot in 
municipal clee; ions.” 
Miss Leon ira O'Reilly, of New York, 
the next speaker, -aid she would pre­ 
sent the arg u m en ts of the working 
women for suffrage. “ Don't m ake fun 
of us,” she began “ I want you to un 
derstand that I speak in all serious 
ness. 
There are 8,000,000 of us we* 
men in the United States who must 
earn our daily bread We mu t have 
the ballot to enable us to guard out 
Interest* while we are doing that. We 
com e to you as a big brother and we 
say ‘do this for us ’ Then the peoph 
who are behind the big brother says ic 
him ‘lf you do this thing you will io*€ 
your own political power.’

— Secretary 
Stimson transm itted to th e house the 
correspondence it requested hearing on 
the relief from duty of A djutant Gen­ 
eral F. C. Ainsworth, prior to his re 
cent voluntary retirem ent.

Clark th a t he had bee* direz'ed by 
P esident T aft to say that the papers 
related to a m atter of m ilitary disci­ 
pline and executive action, which, by 
the constitution, is confided exclusive­ 
ly to the president as commander-in- 
chief of the army, and th at their tra n s­ 
mittal is not to be construed as a re ­ 
cognition of the authority or Jurisdic­ 
tion of th e house, or of any of its com­ 
m ittees to require of th e chief execu­ 
tive a statem ent of the reasons of his 
official action in such m atters. 
The papers m ade public disclosed 
num erous instances of 
the adjutant 
general's com m unications with his as 
sociafes which th e w ar 
departm ent 
construed as examples of language of 
an intem perate and discourteous char­ 
acter. detrim ental to the best inter 
ests of tho army. 
In a m em orandum relating to the 
relief of certain officers from recruit 
ing service under his charge, the war 
departm ent asserts General Ainsworih
